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FUEHRER IS PANICKY 
(By D ew itt MacKenzie, Associated Press \\ ar Analyst) 
Hitler’s speech yesterday, on the eleventh anniver­ 
sary’' of Nazi rule, was one of the strange developments 
of the war, for it was in its essence the desperate cry of 
a beaten and terrified man for aid I rom Hie Anglo- 
American Allies to save him from tilt vengeance of the 
Red armies. 
Success of his scheme, of course, would mean the 
causing of a rupture among the Big I hree and in an 
effort to put his appeal across he once more prophesied 
dire things from Bolshevism. America and England, he 
warned, were menaced. 
“From this fight (the European struggle) there can 
emerge only one victor and this will be either Germany 
or Soviet Russia,” he declared. 
“German victory means 
preservation of Europe, and a Soviet victory Europe's 
annihilation.” 
Britain, he said, already had lost her position on the 
continent. 
Then he dropped his block-buster, which he 
hoped would create panic among the anglo-Ameriean 
peoples: 
“The question confronting both England and the 
United States hence no longer is whether they want or 
are able after this war to fight Bolshevism but whether 
they will be able to defend themselves against Bolshe­ 
vism in their own countries.'1 
That was, I take it, more than an attempt to sow 
‘disorder among the Big Three. 
In effect it suggested 
German-British-American collaboration to smash our 
Soviet ally. The master gangster has reached the point 
where he undoubtedly would make any sort of bargain 
with the Anglo-American pair in order to defeat the 
Russians. 
Short of that preposterous suggestion, any 
kind of split among the Allies would givv the wavering 
Reich a shot in the arm.

pose here are some rules to fol­ 
low : 
Clean and oil the motor bearing 
once every six or eight weeks, and 
follow 
m anufacturer’s

on the kind of oil to use and how 
to apply. 
Em p ty the hag after each use. 
A regular cleaning not only en­ 
ables a 
.vellum to "breathe” bet­ 
ter but is your guarantee that 
moths aren’t living off your bag. 
An old bag usually can be reno­ 
vated and give you several added 
months of service. 
When it can’t 
replace it with a new one. 
Keep the brush clean. Manual­ 
ly extract thread and nap that 
tangles 
and 
clogs 
tile 
bristles. 
Use scissors to 
snip 
the 
thread 
when it becomes hopelessly inter­ 
twined. 
And when a brush wears 
down too low (it should be 1-32 
of an inch below the nozzle I have 
it replaced. 
The metal on which 
bristles are mounted is a critical 
w ar material, so turn in the worn 
brush when you get a new one.
